. XL What were the Qualities of Edward ? 


A. Before he was King he was furprizingly active, 
vigilant and warlike ; but he was no fooner invefted 
with the rega! Dignity, than he devoted himfelf almott 
entirely to his Pleafures. When he came to the 
Crown, he was one of the bandfomeit Men in England 
and perhaps in all Europe. 


2, What do Authors relate concerning his 
Death? 

4. Philip de Commines pretends that he died 
through Grief, becaufe Lewis XI. preferr’d the Al- 
liance of the Houfe of 4ufria to that of his Family ; 
but this isnot probable. Some have accufed (but on 
what Foundation I know not) the Duke of Gloucefler, 
his Brother, of poifoning him. ‘The moft likely Cir- 
cumitance is, that his indulging himfclf too much ata 
Banquet, brought him to his kad. Be this as it will, 
he was feized with a violent Fever, which carry’d 
him off the oth of 4pri/, 1483; being the forty-fecond 
Year of his Age, and the twenty-third of his Reign. 

2. What lflue had he? 

A. Queen Elizabeth, his Confort, brought him 
three Sons and eight Daughters;, whereof one Son 
and two Daughters died in their Infancy :. Ldwerd, 
who fucceeded him, and Richard Dukeot lors. -He 
furviving Daughters were Elizabeth, afterwards 
miatsy dio Henry VIL; Cecily, marry'dto Lord Wells 


and

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and Anne to Thomas Howard, Duke of Norfolk; 
Bridget, who embraced a monaftic Life; Mary, who 
died unmarry’d ; and Cathgine, marry'd to William 
Courtney, Earl of Devonfoire. 

®. Had not King Edward feveral Miftrefles ? 

Ad. Yes; but he was particularly enamour'd of 
three, of whom ‘Jane Shore was one. The frit (he 
deciared) was the merrieft Woman in the Word ; the 
feeond, the moft witty ; and the third the mok holy, 
becaule fhe never ftirr'd out of the Church except 
when he fent for her. E£davard lett only two Bai- 
tards, whom Elizabeth Lucy brought him, and to 
whom, it is faid, he had promifed marriage. Theie 
were Arthur, furnamed Plantagenet, created Vif- 
count /.i//-, by Henry VILL; and Elizabeth, his Sil- 


ter, marry'd to Tbomas Lum!cy. 
EDWARD V. Thirty-/eventh King of England. 


2. HO fucceeded King Edward lV ? 

A. Edward V. his eldett Son, being then 
but twelve Years of Age. He begun his Reign in 
1483. 

2. Give fome Account of it. 

A. Tt lafted but two Months and twelve Days; 
both himfelf and his Brother being murdered by Or- 
der of the Prote&tor, Richard Duke of Glowccfer, 
their Uncle, who afterwards ufurped the Crown. 

©, Relate the Particulars of this Revolution. 

A. Richard having obferved for fome Time, that 
his Rrother could not live much longer, as he was 
ready to fink under the Burthen of his Infirmities, 
which Licentioulnefs and Excefs had brought upon 
him; fet every wieked Artifice at work, in order to 
wreft young Prmee Edevard owt of the Hands of 
vinthony Wooarville Karl Rivers, his Uncle by the 
Mother's Side; as allo Richard out of thofe of the 
*)ueen mother, who had fled for Sanctuary to the 
Albey of Me tminfler. 

2. How did he difpofe of thefe two Princes, after 
they were. in his Hands ? 

4. He iodged them in the Tozer, where the Exg- 
(is Kings uled commonly to refide before their Co- 
onation; when having thus got them in his Power, 
he, to his Mother’s Shame, (who was {lill living) 
rread a Keport, that the late King, and the Duke of 
Yarence bis Brother, were the Offspring of her un- 
lawful Amours; and therefore, that as he himielf 
was the only legit:mate Son of the Duke of Jo 4, he 
confequently ought io fueceed him: And farther, that 
the Princes, his Nephews, were either: {purious, or 
ef very doubtlul Birth. 

». Was apy Credit given to his Affertions ? 

4. People ether believed the Protector, or did not 
dare to oppole hin; he having a very ttrong Party, 
wid appear’d Swcrd in Hand, by which Means he 
yor all nis Proceedings to be approved ; after which 
the common People, fomented by Henry Stafford 
Duke of Buckingham, the LJead of ye Party). otfer'd 
KR. card the Crown, 
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2. Did he accept it? 

A. Yes; but firf made a Shew as if it had been 
forced upon him. A little after his Coronation, he 
put to death his two Nephews. 

2. How was this horrid Action perpetrated ? 

A. The Proteétor, upon the Refufal made by Sir 
Robert Brackenbury, Lieutenant of the /oxer, to be 
an Accomplice to fo barbarous a Scene of Viliainy, 
gave the Government thereof to Sir “Fames Tyrre/, 
tor one Night only. Sir Fames {uborning one Mi/e; 
Foreft and ‘fobn Deehbton, (the former his Footman, 
and the latter a Villain whom he had hired to com- 
mit the Murther;) thefe Wretches, in the dead of 
Night, enter'd the Chamber where the two Princes 
Jay, and rufhing upon the Bed, flifled them both ; 
after which they were bury'd under a hittle Stair-cafe 
in the Toner. Thefe fhocking Circumftances were 
afterwards reveal’d by Tyrre/, who was executed un- 
der Henry VII. But their Bones, by order of King 
Coarles IL. were removed, dnxo 1674, to Wefmin- 


frer- Abbey ; and there bury’d among the Remains of 


the Exe/i/s Monarchs. A Monument was afterwards 
erected to their Memory. 


RICHARD III. /urnamed Crook-back'd, Thirty- 


eighth King of England. 
Reigned from 1483 to 1485. 


9. B* whom was King Richard III. raifed to 


the Throne ? 


A, By the People, (as was obferved) together 


with the Lord Mayor and Aldermen, who offered him 
the Crown worn by Edward 1V. which he ac- 
cepted. 


2. Defcribe the Perfon and Qualities of Richard * 

A. 'Fhough he will be enough known by the abo- 
minable Action above-mentioned, I fhall neverthe- 
lefs defcribe him (after all the Eng/ifs Hittorirns) as 
follows. He was little in Stature, very ugly aid 
crook-back’d; was a great Impoitor, Diflembler, 
Hypocrite, and vaftly cruel in his Nature; but, at 
the fame Time, had great perfonal Bravery ; was fa- 
gacious; caufed }Juttice exactly to be adminitter’d to 
all his Subjects, without Diftinction, provided this did 
not tend to the depriving him of the Crown. I fhall 
add, that he was profoundly skill’d in Politicks, and 
had a furprizing Command over himlelf, in conceal- 
ing his Intentions. 

2. Did Richard long enjoy the Fruits of his 
Guilt? 

A. 'Fhe Dake of Buckingham, finding himfelf 
neglected, and being highly exafperated upon tirat 
Account, concerted with 7¢42 Morton, Bithop of £/;, 
to fet the Earl of Richmo:.d,. wno was then at Dre- 
éagne, upon the Throne. 

2. Was this Defign fuccefsful ? 

4. King Richard having difcover’d the. Plot,. 
march’d out againf{t him: When the Duke, being. 
abandon’d by his Army, hid himfelf,in the Houfe of

the Parliament ;_infifted upon the Neceffity of chang- 
ing the Form of Government to Monarchy ; and even 
put this fhort Queftion to him, /Vhat 1/a Man fooutd 
sake upon him to be King ? Which being anfwered by 
iS hitlecke, in a friendly Manner, fetting forth the 
Hazards he muft ran by fuch an Ufurpation, and the 
little Advantage fuch Title could be to him, who al- 
ready had the Power; and hoping that a Way might 
be found to reétify the Abufes complained of in the 
Houle, without running fuch Lengths as to diflolve 
that Power, from whom they received and held their 
Commiffions; Cromwell pretended to be fatisfied, but 
he could not hide his Diflike thereof in his Coun- 
tenance; grew more fhy of Whislocke, and foon 
after removed him out of his Way, by an honour- 
able Employment. | 

Cromuel/, now refolved to diffolve the Parliament, 
and to aflume the Reins of Government into his own 
Hands only, fpirited up the Soldiers to complain of 
the Parliament's Partiality, Injuftice and Oppreflion, 
They particularly complained, ‘ That the Parliament 
ordered all Things at Will, and diftributed all va- 
‘luable Employments amongft themfelves ; that they 
were fo many Kings, and for one Sovereign, the 

Nation had many who cared lefs for the Laws than 

him they had deftroy’d; that they imbrued the 

Kingdom in Blood, epon Pretence of punifhing the 

Adverfaries of the Government, but in reality, to 

gratify their own private Revenge ; that they had 

ftudied to perpetuate themfelves in an Employment 
which ought to be temporary, fo that all the good 

Subjects of the Commonwealth might hare in it : 

That the Parliament ought to be diffolved, anda 

new Reprefentative chofen by the univerfal Con- 

fent of the People, according to the Scheme laid 
when Monarchy was abolifhed to fet up a Com- 
monwealth.’ 

He alfo obferving a Party that efpoufed the Duke 
of Gloucefer, who had been all this Time kept Pri- 
foner, found Means to fet him at Liberty, and to 
fend him out of the Nation, that he might not be an 
Obttacle of his defign’d fature Government. 
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and, addreffing himfelf to his Friend Sir Jodx, told 
him, * ‘That he was come to do what grieved him to 
* the very Soul, and what he had earneslly prayed to 
‘ God againft: Nay, that he had rather be torn to 
‘ Pieces than do it; but that there was a Necefhs 
‘ laid upon him ther@in, in order to the Glory o! 
* Ged, and the Good of the Nation * Then, taking 
his Place, he fhewed great Uneatire'+ at the Debates 
for prolonging the Parliament, ti!) at laft, the Que- 
ftion being put for pafling the Act for chat Purpoie, 
he told Harrijon and Lameerr, and the few other OF 
ficers that attended him, ‘ This is the ‘Time | mot 
‘ doit.. And, ftanding up on a fudden, he com 


manded the Speaker to leave the Chair, and told the: 


Houfe, ‘ They had fat long enough, unlefs they had 
* done more Good: That fome of them were W hore- 
* matters, Drunkards, corrupt and unjuft Men, {can- 
dalous to the Profeffion of the Gofpel ; and that it 
was not fit they fhould fit as a Parliament any 
longer; and therefore he mutt defire them to de- 
part.” He further charged them with ‘ not having 
a Heart to do any Thing for the publick Good, and 
efpoufing the Intereft of the Prefbytery and of the 
Lawyers, who were the Supporters of Tyranny 
and Oppreffion: > Accufed them of * an Intention 
to perpetuate themfelves in Power.” And when 
fome of the Members would have interrupted him, 
and defended their own Characters, he ttepp’d into 
the Midft of the Houfe, and cried out wih great 
Vehemency, * Come, come, I will put an lind to

* areno Parliament.’ And ftamping with his Feet, 
he bid them * for Shame be gone, and make Room 
* for honefter Men.” Which being the Signal for 
the Affittance of the military Men, the Soldiers en- 
tered the Houfe immediately, and Cromwe// bid one 
of them take away that Bauble, meaning the Mace : 


And Harri/in peremptorily ordered the Speaker to- 


leave the Chair, and when he refufed it without the 
Order of the Houfe, or till he was pulled out, Har- 
rifon took him by the Arm, and gently lifted him out. 
Then Cromavell feizing on all their Papers, and tel-

ther Matter of Complaint againft the Parliament, for 
refufing to accept of the honourable and advantageous 
lerms offered by the Dutch, who had fuffered much 
by Sea, and feared their entire Ruin, fhould the 
War continue, applied directly to Cromawe//, and 
promifing him vaft Sums of Money, and to fupport 
him with their Power, would he but venture to depofe 
and diflolve the Parliament ; he went to the Houfe 
on the roth of Mpril, while they were propofing to 
continue themfelyes for a. Year and a-halt longer ;

Thus, as M@hitlocke obferves, * It pleafed’ God, 
that this Affembly, famous throughout the World 
for its Undertakings, Actions, and Succefies, having 
fubdved all their Enemics, were themfelvcs over- 
thrown and ruined by their Servants; and thofe 
whom they had raifed, now pulled down thew Ma-- 
fters.

goth of che fame Month, Cromsvell ifued out 
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another Declaration, conitiruting a Council of State, to 
take Care of, and to intenc the Peace, Safety, and pre- 
fent Management of the Affairs of the Commonweairh, 
till © Perfens of approved F deliry and Honefty’ could be 
afiembied from every Part of the Nation to rhe fupreme 
Authouity in Parliamenc; “iich allo was received with 
equal Applaufe of the Publick. 

Thus Cromevell, having at laft {eiz'd the fupreme Power 
into his own Hands; and gained the Thanks and Sanétion 
or the People, Fleet and Army for what he hed done, 
let the Dutch prefentiv fee, that he would pay no farther 
Regard to their Proteftations or ‘ Love and Affedtion tor 
* his Perfon and the Eng/:fh Nation’ than they fuited his 
own Intereft, and correfponded with their Adtions. So 
that being no longer in nced ot their Affittance to climb 
up to the Station, which was now adjudged to him by the 
common Voice of the Commonwealth ; and intormed ot 
their naval Preparacions, and foaiftings to burn the Eye 
giijls Ships in the Downs and the Harbours, before the 
Commonwealth could be provided againit their Force of 
tog Men of War, 12 Galliors, and 9 Fire-fhips ; Cromeve/l 
took fuch Meafures to diftinguifh his Warchtulnefs and 
Abitity to detend our Coafts, and to repuife the Enemy, 
that in May he fent our a Fleet of 103 Ships of alli Sorts 
commanded by the Admirals Dfozk and Dean; the Vice- 
Admiral Pen, and the Rear-Admival Lasefen; who on 
the 2d of Zune, early in the Morning, engaged the 
Dutch Fleet under Van Trump, de Ruyter, de Wit, and rhe 
two Evertfens, on the Coatt of Flanders. Admiral Dean 
was fhot by a Cannon-ball, almoft in the Middle. The 
Fight continued hor rill Three inthe Afternoon, when 
the Dutch taking Advantage of the Wind, which yeer’d 
about in their Favour, fled. But being purtued by the 
lighteft of the Enclifh Frigates, Menk came up with them 
next Day about Noon; and the Battle was renewed, and 
cogtinued very obttinate till Ten at Night; when the 
Dutch were put into {uch Diforder by the Bravery and 
Refolution of the Exglifb, that they could not be brought 
to rally, but madeall the Sail they could to the Eaitward, 
tho’ Van Trump fired upon rhem to oblige them to obey 
his Command, and ro return into the Line of Battle. And, 
the Wind blowing a frefh Gale from the Weitward, rhe 
Englifb purfued them with fuch Succefs, that they funk 
ix ot their beit Ships, blew up two others, and took 
eleven, with 1350 Prifoners, among whom were fix ot 
their principal Captains, The Lofs of rhe Englifh was 
Admiral Dean, one Captain, and about 10 Common Sea- 
men, but not one Ship, 

This early Succefs ot the new Adminiftration enhanced 
their Credit very much, and gave great Weight to every 
Project of the Lord General Cromwell, who took upon 
him immediately, (¥#ne 8) to f{ummon in his own_Name 
felect Perfons (about 120) nominated by his Council, our 
of every County, to reprefent the whole Nation, who 
aflemb'ed inthe Council-Chamber at Hitehall on the ath 
of Fuly according to Summons; he affured by many Ar- 
gumen's, {upporred by Scraps of Holy Writ, * That they 
* had a ciear Call to take upon them rhe fupreme Au- 
‘ thority of the Commonweaith,’? He  faid further, 
* That he never looked ro fee fuch a Day, when Fefs 
. Chrif? fhould be fo owned, as this Day was; and thac 
‘ he had nor allowed himfelt in the Choice ot one Perion 
* in whom he had not this good Hore, ** That there was 
Fairh in $e/us Chrif?, and Love to all his Saints and

A S the Frequency of Street and Highway Robberics has, 
4 I nad, iet many upon contriving Metheds, how to 
preveat chem; and mott People think of nothing but in- 
creafing the Severity of the Punifhmenr, or eltablifhing 
a greater Reward tor apprehending and convicting ‘the 
uniortunate Criminals. The firit of thefe Methods will 
probably produce the fame Effect in this met it has 
done in Franee > Robberies wili.generally be attended with 


Marder. And the other Method .will bring many innocent , 


Men in Danger of being convicted by Romy, Such Pro- 
jeftors are like Phyficians: They think of curing, but 
never think of preventing the Diftemper ; and like them 
roo, by curing one Sort of Malady, they may probably 
lay a Foundation for one cf more fatal Confequence: But 
they fhould contider, that the Doétor gers by, the Cure, 
whereas he could not propofe to get much by the. Pre- 
vention ; and as this is not their Cafe, they fhould turn 
their Thoughts towards preventing this Evil, which at 
prefent feems to be far from being in its Wane. . 

As the moft fuccefsful Method tor difcovering how to 
prevent as well af cure any Difeafe in the Body natural, is 
to inquire inro its Caufes, fo it is the fame with refpect to 
the Diftempers of the Body Politick; and tho’ feveral 
other Caufes of the prefent frequent Robberies may be 
altign‘d, yer, I believe, the moft efficient is the Multitude 
and Impudence of our Streemwalkers, and the. great 
Number ot Bawdy-houfes that are kept not only openly, 
but I may fay, avowedly, in many. of our high Srveets. 
Let us confider the ftrong, the almoft irrefiitible Incite- 
ment of natural Appetite, and the weak Reftraint of 
Reafon or Difcretion, in Youths from fifteen: to five and 
rwenry; and we may eafily conceive, how impoffible it 
is for them. to refift the many Temprations they meet with 
in our Streets, not only at Night and at late Hours, bur 
in open Day-light, and at every Hour of the Day. 

_ The untorrunate Women, as they are called, are in this 
Country, and indeed in every Country, none of the leait 
beautiful of the Sex ; becaufe none but the Handfome can 
in any Country thrive at the Trade. They have not only 
ofautitul Perfons, but they foon Icarn all the cunning 
Arts that can intice thofe that are void of Underftanding :

think of nothing elfe but gnaking Reprifais. 

For my Part | think there are none of the human Spe- 
cies deferye more Compaflion than our common Proftis 
tutes: I believe very few of them would remain in that 
Way, if it were poffible for them to get our of it; and 
my Reaton for faying fo is, that in all my youthtuh Ram- 
bles, I never met withone whom I could, not diflolve into 
a Flood of Tears, by a lively Reprefentation of her loit 
Condition, Some of the moft hardened have fwore at 
me, Called me Paifon) and with an Execration défired 1° 
would preach no more to them ; ‘but they ‘were always at 
lait overcome, and being afhamed of their Compunétion, 
have abruprly left the Room. 

Such uniorwunate Creatures deferve the more Com. 
affion, when we confidcr how many of rhem have been 
ed, or rather forced, into that Way of Life. A beauriful 

Girl tn the Bloom of Youth, and of a healthful, vigorous 
Coniftitution, happens to be catch’d in the critical Minute, 
by a fedulous watchful Lover, experienced in al! the 
Wiles of Gallantry, and inftruéted by Ovid’s Art of Love: 
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Another innocent believing Girl gives Credit to the 
Vows of Conflancy, and perhaps Promifes of Mar- 
riage, made by a Man who had before engaged her 
Affeétions: A Difcovery is made, fhe is turned out 
of Doors by her Parents, abandoned by her Rela- 
tions, and in a Month or two left, perhaps in a 
Bawdy-houfe, deftitute of every Thing but her 
Beauty, by her villainous, crue), barbarous Betrayer. 
— A Servant Maid, of more Beauty than ordinary, 
happens to be eut of Place, and to continue fo ull 
fhe has {pent her Money, pawn'd her Cloaths, and 
is reduced to the greateft Penury : Pinched by Want 
on one Side, and follicited on the other by fome mer- 
cenary, deceitful Procureis, for arich Lord, or rieher 
few, fhe at laft yields up her Innocence, neglects her 
tormer Acquaintance, in a Year or two isdeferted by 
her frit Keeper, and then for want of a Character 
finds it impoffible to return to her primitive Bufinefs. 

In fuch Cafes, what muft. be the Confequence ? — 
Abfolute Protitution. —~~ Therefore I have often 
wondered, that the Publick has net provided fome 
Method, by which thefe unfortunate Subjects may 
earn a Subfiftence, and retrieve their Charafters in 
fome Degree. In popifh Countries they have many 
Convents tor what they call /es Fils Debauchees; and 
I am turprifed, that in this Age and Country, fo 
fruitfalot Elofpitals, fome one has not thought of an 
Hotpital for unfortunate Women. There are Num- 
bers of rich Mea who ought to contribute to its Sup- 
port: I believe many charitable Ladies would ; and 
lam fure, it would very much diminifh the Number 
of our Proftitutes, and confequently the Frequency 
of Robberies, aud other fuch Crimes.

tence af Death, to deprive them both of the Hope 
of a Pardon, and of an Opportanity of eicaping out 
et Goal. 
Theie Great Men, I may fuppofe, to be Perfons 
in Autnority, or publick Stations; and if it be true, 


that they have fuch a Matter under Confideraiion, [ 


hope they will give fome Attention to the following 
bdints, as whatts mentioned above would be doing 
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the Bufinefs only by Halves, if it even did fomuch ; 
nay, I do not know, whether it might not increafe the 
Number of Murders, however it might make Rob- 
beries lefs frequent. 

It is fomewhere written, that Magiftrates are, or 
fhould be, a Terror to evil Doers. Hence I con- 
clude, that they ought to carry a fevere Hand againft 
Drunkennefs, Lafcivioufnefs, and all Sorts of De- 
bauchery : That they ought to be fteady and un- 
relaxed in punifhing all the Ways of Fraud and In. 
juftice: In fhort, that they ought, by their Power, 
Countenance and Example, to reduce the Irregula- 
rities of Mens Manners into Order, and bring So- 
briety, Peacenblenefs, Induftry and Honefty into 
Fafhion. ‘This is their Duty in all Nations; ard 
for this, they have a Commiffion from God, both 
by the Light of Nature and Revelation. 

If we had not fo many Places of Pleafure and Di- 
verfion in and about this Metropolis, Robberies wou!d 
not be fo frequent. The lower and the middling 
Claffes of Mankind have generally as keen an Ap- 
peute for fenfual Pleafures, as thofe who move in the 


higheft Spheres of Life; and where there are fo; 


many Temptations, fo many.Oppertunities of in- 
dulging an idle or vicious Difpofition, and fo many 
new Devices are daily put in Praétice, te keep them 
in a continual Round of Folly and Diffipation, Lux- 
ury and Debauchery ; the natural Confequence is, 
that great Numbers muit contract a Habit of Idle- 
nefs and Diffolutenefs, with an invincible Averfion to 
Labour, and a Difqualification for Bufinefs. And 
when this Habit has brought Poverty to the Door, 
or the unthinking, loofe-principled Wretches, have 
nothing but a Goal in Profpeét, their lait Shift is to 
raife Supplies upon the Highway. 

It is not enough to make Death the Penalty of 
forcibly taking away a Man’s Property: The Civil 
Magiftrate fhould likewife fet himfelf in Earneft to 
fupprefs thofe other Immoralities and Offences, which 
by Degrees, fit and prepare Men for fuch Crimes, as 
in the Eye of the Law are deem’d capital; otherwife 
it is like letting Children play with Knives, and then 
whipping them for cutting their Fingers. 

However, if terrifying Methods muft be tried, I 
would humbly propofe, befides the abovefaid Courfe, 
that all the Bodies of executed Criminals be given to 
the Surgeons; becaufe the Generality of Mankind 
have a very great Averfion to being anatomiz'd ; nay, 
to many itis more terrible than Death. By this 
Means Surgeons Hall would be always well fupplied 
without any Need of robbing Chureh-Yards; and 
Wretches who lived ina State of War with the So- 
ciety of which they were Members, would be made 
ferviceable to the Community after their Death,

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To thefe the following is a proper Sequel. 
SIR, 
HE many Robberies committed in and about 
this Capital, have engrofied the Converiation 
ofthe Publick, and put fome People, who with well 
to the Safety of the Community, to confider of Me- 
shods how to protect private Property, that Perions 
may travel the Roads fafely by Day, and the Streets 
by Night, and by fome falutary Means prevent tuch 
Numbers of unhappy Wretches from falling Sacri- 
fices to publick Juflice; for all Executions of Crimi- 
na's are fhocking to every humane and confiderate 
Mind ; and there are none, I believe, fo void of Hu- 
manity, as to take Delight in feeing fo many of their 
Fellow-Creatures make fo fhameful an Exit. 1, who 
wtih as well to Mankind as any one in the Kingdom, 
do think the principal Caufe of the many Robberies 
daily committed, is owing to our Magiftracy futfer- 
ing fo many publick Gaming-~Tables, in open De- 
fiance of the Laws, where our unthinking Youth and 
unwary Tradefmen are drawn in to fquander away 
their Money in the Company of Sharpers, Bullies, 
and Highwaymen, and too frequently learn bad Arts 
and Praétices, to relieve a neceflitous Fortune, occa- 
fioned by their Extravagancies, by which they are 
hurried into Courfes that bring on them Shame, lm- 
prifonment, and Death. ‘Thete Faéts I have feen ve- 
rified in many Inftances, by living in a Neighbour- 
hood where a Gaming-Table is publickly kept; 1 
mean, that near C , in the County of Surry, a 
common Rendezvous for Perfons of the moft infamous 
Character, where Sharpers frequently utter bad Gui- 
neas, and others are cheated under various Pretences, 
befides the many Outrages that are almoft every 
Night committed, which render it dangerous for rhe 
Inhabitants to go about their lawful Bufinefs. An 
Acquaintance of mine, lately returned from India, 
went to this Place the other Day, and being tempted 
to try his Fortune (as thofe Wretches call it) ina few 
Hours got rid of 451. his Watch und Hat, -and he left 
to repair his Lofs by another Voyage to India. Are 
thefe Things fufferable ? Will Magiftrates ftill be deaf 
to the Miferies and Misfortunes of their Fellow-Crea- 
tures, and not lend their Affiftance in deftroying thefe 
Nurferies of Vice, Idlenefs, and Extravagance, the 
Bane of ‘induflry, and the Ruin of Families?) I am 
fully convinced, that a Suppreffion of all fuch Nu- 
‘ances would be the Means of preferving many an 
unnappy Man from falling a Vidim to the Laws of 
his Country ; a Pleafure, I think, that deferves the 
publick Attention, efpecially of thofe whofe Office it 
to punith Vice, and to reward Virtue.

H E Protef of the Bifhops in the Affembly of 

the Clergy, againft the exorbitant Demande 
of this Crown, and the Letter de Cachet, by whick 
they are feparated, and fent each one to his refpec- 
trve Diocele, have cauled great: Speculation, in « 
Realm, whofe King is dignified with the Title ot 
Mott Chriftian. Tre Court certainly expected ar 
implicit Obedience to her Demands, and doubted not 
of the Succets, which hitherto has been produced by 
her Threats. But Things have taken a new Turn ; 
and only the mott obfequious Clergy have come in- 
to the Meaiures of the Court; the Majority have 
taken the Refolution to maintain at leait fome Ap- 
pearance of that ancient Liberty, which formerly li 
mited the Ambition of their Sovereigns, (1) it has, of 
late Years, been bately betrayed and given up by 
the Pufilanimitv of our Pathaments. In the mear 
‘Lime the Miniitry is greatly embarrailed.. To drop 
an Aftair fo lucrative, which would turn out of {jo 
great Advantage to the Finances, could it be effeét- 
ed; and fet fuch a bad Example of Ditobedience 
and Contempt of the royal Mandate, if paffed over 
in Silence, 1s quite contrary to the political Maxims 
on this Side of the Water: and yet, it is not Wifdom 
to break abruptly and entirely with fo powerful and 
neceflary a Body as the Clergy is under a defpotick 
Government. Therefore new Engines are employed, 
wnd the Statefmen feem to be fure, either by Pro- 
mifes of Preterment, Tranflations, or other Advan- 
tages to the Ecclefiafticks, or to their Families; ot 
by ftigmatizing them with Ingratitude, and threaten- 
ing them with the laft Extremities the Law can in- 
flict on thofe who perfift in Contempt of Arbitrary 
Power; to gain over to their Will thofe Members 
now feparated, whofe Refolution they could not 
fhake, fo long as they continued in a Body. 

But it is the Opinion of fome, that this won't prove 
fo eafy a Tafk as apprehended; the Church having 
taken the Alarm, that the Crown, by fo narrowly 
fearching into her neat Revenues, has formed a De- 
fign, fomething like that in England, by Henry VIII. 
to feize on them whenever the Exigencies of the State 
may require it, or other Circumf{tances may concur 
to bring about their Diffolution, And I am the more 


‘confirmed in this‘Opinion by the Abftraé&t of a Letter 


from one of the Bifhops in Upper Languedoc, who has 
been applied to, 1 fuppoie, with fome of the Cardi- 
nal’s vehement Rhetorick, and concludes in this 
manner : 
‘ A Bifhop, who difcharges his Duty, who loves 
‘ Refidence, and who is void of Ceurt Ambition, 
‘ dreads none of thofe ‘Things you megtion. {[f i 
C ‘ confidts 
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* confider you as a Cardinal, I owe you nothing ; as 
‘ a Bifhop, I am your Senior ; and asa Chriftian, I 
* am accountable to none but God. It is his Tribu- 
‘ naj alone I daily endeavour to render propitious ; 
you and [ muft foon appear before it. Let us be- 
‘ ware, we may not find fo much Favour there, as 
‘ here before Men. I ferve God, andthe King: I 
* fear you prefer the Will of your Sovereign on Earth 
* to your heavenly Intereft. I never will. Adicu.’ 
Another undaunted Prelate, who feems to have 
been prefied hard to a Compliance, by fome favou- 
rite Relation at Court, upon a Suppofition, That the 
Clergy’s Obitinacy tends to the Ruin of the State, 
retorts upon him by oblerving, * That if. the State 
* isin real Danger, its Kuin does certainly begin at 
* Court, whofe infauiable Avarice, Injuitice, Rapine, 
ill Treatment of Allies and conquered Nations, are 
the Seeds from whenee all their Neceflities {pring. 
* For, has it not been often found, that the Moment 
‘ any one grows paffionately fond of Magnificence, 
‘ grand Equipage, fine Furniture, Plenty and Ele- 
* gance in Eating and Drinking; it is a natural Con- 
‘ fequence, that he will fet no Bounds to his Love of 
‘ Money, without which he can’t procure. the Ob- 
+ jectsof his Defires? This was the Rum of the 
Laceaemonian;s, and of the Romans ina more emi- 
‘nent Manner; who according to the beft Hitto- 
rians, were ruined by their Avarice, which prompt- 
* ed the Rulers to rob the People ; and their Ava- 
rice arole from Riches and Luxury. A Nation, 
* dear Coulin! prompted by thefe Vices, may be 
* compared to a Woman paift Child-bearing, and has 
cealed to bring forth greas Men: And, if it ftill 
* fubfitts for fome Time longer, it fhall be only in 
* Confequence, and by Means of its ancient Gran- 
deur, which continues to fupport the Common- 
* weal, notwithitanding the Weaknefs and Vices of 
* ns Governors. What noble Sentiments, what Mag- 
nanimity in the two Scipio's, in Fabius, and in Pau- 
dus Atmilius? Did thefe antient Romans fet any 
* Value upon Money? When Pyrrbus endeavoured 
* to corrupt the Senate by Prefents, was there one 
* fingle Perion in the City tempted to receive them ? 
‘ The Cale was much altered in the Time of ugur- 
tha, who found means to gain the Votes of almoft 
* all the Senators by the Influence of his Bribes ; for 
then there reigned amongit them fo much Pomp, 
Luxury, and Magnificence, in Conjunétion with a 
* mean and fordid Avarice ‘yet not io mean as to 
thirlt after the Revenues of the Priefthood) that 
when he was forced to leave Rome, turning his eyes 
back upon it from Time to Time, he called it a 
* City ready to be fold to the highelt Bidder, and 
* only wanted a Purchafer. ’ 
* So long as a noble Difintereftednefs lafted, they, 
who had the Command of the Troops, and the 
Government of the Provinces, inftead of feeking to 
enrich themfelves with the Spoils of their Allies or 
conquered People, looked upon themfelves as their 
* Fathers and Guardians. And it was the Principle 
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‘* of our Forefathers to conquer lefs by Force of Arms 
than Benefits ; and to prefer the gaining of Friends, 
* before the making of Slaves. It would redound 
much more to our Credit to become Proteciors, 
‘ rather than Matters of the World: and to perform 
‘ our Oaths and Treaties of Peace with inviolable

raife Money to fupport an unfatiable Ambition after 
* Univerfal Monarchy.

‘ choly Prefage of a finking State, under the Weight 
‘ of its avaricious Managers, could make us reiiit this 
‘-lat Shock. Have not all.the Provinces groaned? 
* Do not all Kingdoms loudly complain of the Vio- 
‘ lencies and Incroachments of our Miniftry ? In the 
‘ large Extent of the Countries we poffefs on this 
* Side, and beyond the Ocean, there is no Place fo 
‘ remote, whither the Avarice of our Admirals, Ge- 
‘ nerals, Governors, and inferior Magiltrates, have 
‘ not penetrated, and made us odious. ‘Therefore, 
« dear Coufin ! inform thofe who employed you, and
